The  Susquehanna  Rowing  team,  or 
"Crewsaders",  encases  in  a  two-part  season.  During 
the  fall  the  team  participates  in  several  head  races, 
including  the  Head  of  the  Ohio  and  Head  of  the 
Charles.  Springtime  will  see  the  team  training  for 
2000-meter  races  starting  in  March  and  culminating 
with  the  Dad  Vail  regatta  in  mid-May. 

The  main  focus  of  the  team  is  on  its  fours, 
though  eights  and  pairs  are  also  raced.  With  the  curren 
roster,  Susquehanna  is  able  to  field  a  varsity,  light  and 
novice  four  for  both  men  and  women.  There  are  also 
plans  to  race  a  men's  pair  this  year  as  well.
